The University of Texas has a library of 770.000 
books: At the rate of one book a day, it would require 
the President of The University or anyone else, 2000 
years to read them all.

“The Big Money“ was placed on a required 
reading list for sophomores, someone protested its use 
in the course of study, as containing indecent language, 
and it was dropped from the course. The opponents 
of DR.

Responsibility for its used in English 312(1 during the 
sevsion 1912-13 lies entirely with the Dept, of English. 
I he President had no way of knowing that a book 
whirh would Iwcome controversial, had been selected. 
FECOND: 
Who took the book off the reading list? 
WSW Kit: 
President Rainey was notified by Vice- 
President lturdine that he had received a protest ahout 
the lsH»k from the father of a student in the Sopho­ 
more i lass. President Rainey immediatel} ordered an 
investigation. 
I he responsible faculty committee, on 
Jan. 7, 1913, decided to drop the book, effective the 
end of the semester. Jan. 22, 1913. The Board of Re­ 
gents was not salified with this action. On Jan. 9, 
19 13, they met, ordered the book removed at once, 
and conducted an inquisition in an effort to pin blame 
«m someone responsible for the hook. This gave wide 
puhtirity t© the book. Mrs. Fairchild, a member of 
the Board at this time, states: “I didn’t feel that 
DR. RAINEY objected to removing the book. He ob­ 
jected to the manner in which the Board handled the 
manner. 
I BIRD: 
Why are candidates for Governor now read­ 
ing obscene passages from the book?

Those who have become 21 years of age since Ja n ­ 
uary' 1, 1945. are not subject to a poll tax. 


Returned veterans, more than 21 years of age. and 
has served in any branch of the Armed Fortes within 18 
months prior to the date of election, is exempt from pay­ 
ment of poll tax.

Electioneering is not permitted in or near the polls. 
In assisting a voter In marking a ballot, officers are 
not allowed to suggest for whom the voter shall cast his 
ballot.
